Cologne; together with bridgeheads at these 
points in thirty kilometre radius on the right 
bank, and by garrisons similarly holding the 
strategic points of the regions. A neutral zone 
shall be reserved on the right of the Rhine be- 
tween the stream and a line drawn parallel to 
it forty kilometers to the east from the frontier 
of Holland to the parallel of Gernshejm and as 
far as practicable a distance of thirty" .kilo- 
meters from the east of the stream from this 
parallel upon Swiss frontier. Evacuation by 
the enemy of the Rhinelands shall be Bordered 
as to be completed within a further period of 
eleven days, in all nineteen days after the signa- 
ture of the armistice.
